"The new government would find 
itself, paying two salaries of $4000 
each to two .men, both of whom 
'would be legally the public admin- 
istrator. The city manager must ap- 
point 'both of the men, for in the 
charter there are two .salai-ies lor the 
offices, which must be paid. 
"As the charter does not provide 
for deputy.coroners, there would be 
no orie.-to-take care of the coroner's 
work until such time as an amend- 
ment could be prepared by. the .initi- 
ative, voted upon and ratified by the 
legislature.
